Secrion 1. That all that poriion of country contained in town-
ghip numbered twelve and thirteen north, in ranges numbered six,
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Columbis.

-seven, eight, and nine, lying and being north and east of the Wis- -
‘consin river, is hereby aunexed to, and made a part of the county

of Columbia.

Sec. 2. That all that portion of country contained in the north
half of township numbered fifteen north, in ranges nnmbered two,
three, four, five, six, and seven east, and township numbered six-
teen, seventeen, eightecn, nineteen, and twenty north, in ranges
numbered two, three, four, five, six, and seven east of - the fourth
principal meridian, shall constitute the couaty of Adams.

Sec. 3. That all that portion of country contained in townships
numbered fourteen north, in ranges, two, three, four, five, and six
east, and being on the west side of the Wisconsin river, is hereby
annexed 10, and madc a part of the county of Sauk.

Sgc. 4. 'That all that portion of country lying and beihg
between the northern boundary of Crawford county, the west-
ern boundary of Portage county, the southern boundary of La
Pointe county, (as described in this act) the eastern boundary of
St Croix county, (as described in this act) and the western boun-
